island? — Xo, I think they would gain by it. 

There are not now many merchants in 
'the lsland?— There are none. 

Do you know whether any outlay hns 
been miido in improviiif; the eoniMuuiica- 
tion between the oual mines aiul tiie cn.ast 
by the Company or by the colony ? — No, 
none Whatever. 

Mr. Edward Elice. — Tlir. c<jal mine is on 
the sea shore is it not? — The coal mine is 
on Vancouver's Island. . 

Close on the sen-shore ? — Yes, it is not 
more than .30 yards; there, is a vliarf ex- 
tendiiif; !i couple of huiuh-c<l feet. 

The fact is, tiiat a ship can go a very 
■short distance from the inoiith of the mine 
and take its coal on board ? — The Bki[is 
iuip;ht shoot into the ship. 

Mr. Christy. — Do the Company impose 
any restrictions upon persons en^raired in 
any ])arilciiliir kind of trade ? — \o, 1 be- 
lieve not. 

Not su.sh as i'ur.s and timber and coal ? — 
"None whatever; there is an export duty of 
10 5. a load. 

The duty wliiidi you niontionod is upon 
fishinp, is it not? — Xo, tlier" is no (hity 
whatever, eitiior inijiort or ex|iort, iu \'an- 
couvcr's Island, cxccptinj; the 10 (/. a load 
luontioned above. 

Mr. Edward Ellico. — Did you take any 
•goods oat to Vancouver's Island when you 
went? — I did. 

Pid the Company o.irrv tlicm (or you ?— 
Ypk. 

Did tlicy make any difficulty in ciirryinj; 
thein ? — Xone, 

And yon acted quite indenondently of the 
'Con^pany in tho island '/ — Just so. 



i^fr. Christy. — Ilow were you occupied 
after you arrived in the i.siand ? — In trading 
generally with the natives, and farming. 
Administration of Justioo. 

You spoke in the first ij-art of your evi- 
dence of the administration of justice? — 
Yes. 

You said that one uf the greatest com- 
plaints of the settlers was tiic wu>- in which 
justice was adiiiinistereil ? — Yes. 

Do you know how Sir. Ciiiueron \vas a)i- 
pniiited? — Through the interest of his 
brother-in-law, the Governor, no doubt. 

Do you know by what power Mr. Canie- 
ron was anpuinted jud^;o of the cidoiiy ? — 
Through the Colonial Ollice : I believe IVum 
rc]iresentation. 

You know that it was an a]ip'iintinpnt of 
the Crown? — Decidedly; at least 1 liave 
tho Governor's word for it. 

Is Mr. Cameron a member of any Ijar? — 
Not at all. 

Was there any dissatisfartiuii expressed 
at the time of his a]i])oiiituieiit ? — Strong 
remonstrances were made by petition to the 
Governor, and by petitions to the House of 
Commons; whether those petitions have 
ever reached or not I am not prepared to 
say. 

Clialrnian. — AA'heii was the ripiiointinent 
made ?— In 185:3, I think. 

Mr. Christy. — You know that theuppoint- 
incnt of the present judso was a sore sub- 
ject in tho colony? — Decidedly. I have 
just one document which I vcjiild like to 
read if the Coinniittee would give me jicr- 
inission, relntivo to those jietitions ; it is 
not very long. 

Have you known of any cases coming for 
decision before tho court which involved 
any considerable amount of property ? — No 
there are no catcs in Vancouver's Island at 
present whicli are liable to sueh an occur- 
rence, because there is no ])crson holding 
any amount of pro]i('rty tliero. 

^\'as there any case, with regard to ii ves- 
rel of great impurtance? — Yes. 

A ship and her cargo? — Vrhere the mas- 
ter was confined throe months in goal for 
barratry, the vessel having called at Valpa- 
raiso, and alar;;;e (niantity of cargo sold to 
|)ay expenses. From the evidence [diu'ed 
before the graiiil jury, a true bill was re- 
turned: the petit jury afterwards returned 
a verdict of not guilty. Also a case of 
AVcbstor terms ^luir ; that was respecting 
a contract; it was not exactly with regard 
to a vessel ; that was before tho uppoint- 
nient.it Mr. Cninoronasjudgo. There was 
one case where some 2,000 dollars damages 
were levied.
